One of the most daring daylight 
burglaries th a t has occurred in Jack ­ 
sonville for some time was perpetrat­ 
ed at the local Bvirllngton passenger 
¡station Tuesday shortly after noon 
..when spme unknow n 
party 
pried 
open the office door and cash draw er . 
■ and secured .$27.62, 
J. T. KennedyJ 
of G alesburg, a linemiai in the em- i 
ploy of ilhe Burlington, who was in! 
.the office after the 
operator 
had 
gone to dinner, was placed under arr 
rest Tuesday afternoon charged with 
the burglary. 
Dwight K astrup, 
operator 
and 
ticket clerk a t the station, went 
to 
dinner shortly before 12 o'clock and 
as he had a ha.avy 
.sale of tickets 
Tuesday m orning, he decided to take 
some of the money to the bank. He 
counted otit ,$6t)0 and secured a draft 
for it while on his way home to din­ 
ner. 
W hen O perator K astrup left 
the station Kennedy was engaged in 
repairing the block telephone. 
He 
■ said th a t shortly after noon he saw 
a m an standing on the jilatform and 
as he needed a m atch to help in m ak­ 
ing a wire connection, he walked out, 
and asked the m an for one. 
Tho 
,man gave him a small box of safety 
■ matches and as it was all he ‘had, 
•Kennedy sld th a t he gave ibe man a 
penny' for it. 
The lineman stated 
th at he worked on the telephone un­ 
til 12:15, when he clo.sed the win­ 
dow, locked the office door and w'ent 
to dinner. 
Wheli he left the office 
Kennedy said he noticed that 
the 
stran g er from whom> he purchased 
* the m atches was standing 
on the 
south end' of the platform. 
O perator K astru p returned to the 
¡office ab o u t 12:55 and as soon as he 
entered tho building he discovered 
thei burglary. 
The office door had 
been pried open with a small tool, 
and from the indentation in the door 
it would aeem th a t a chisel had been 
used. 
This sam e tool was; In.serted 
in the crack of tho cash draw er, near 
tlia lock, prying open the 
drawer. 
"Ijhe b u rg lar had taken all of. the 
cash with the exception of some pen- 
nys th at had been wrapped. Upon 
finding th at the juoney had 
been 
taken from the cash draw er O perator 
Kiistrup im m ediately 
notified 
the. 
police and Officer Eads, Acting Chief 
Estaque and Sergeant Sullivan were 
soon upon the scene. 
By the time 
they arrived at the station, which 
was shortly after 1 o’clock ijlneman 
k en ned y had retu rn ed from_ dinner 
and when questioned by the officers 
he told a story substantially the sam e 
as the above. 
He gave the follow-' 
ing description of the man whom he 
claimed to have, seen on the station 
platform : 5 feet 9 inches tall, wore 
a yellow shirt, dark trousers 
and 
black hat and appeared as though he 
had been riding on a freight train. 
T he officers worked around *the vir 
cinity of the station for som e time, 
but could locate no one answ'ering 
th at description.

fson and the police were not able to 
shake ICennedy from his first story 
. and he still nmitttains th a t he is in-

Kennedy has been W'orklng 
on the local division of th e B urling­ 
ton only since Monday, having come 
here then to relieve the re g u lar man 
-Uvho is away on his v acation .,'

15,—OL'ho week 
of self-dtfnia'L which 'th<? w«»ieu siif- 
fraglsta of <tbis d ty have volutarlly 
impoeed' upon themselves in an ef 
fort to akl the women of California 
who need fim<l8 to carry ou the cani- 
p4iga for women’s rights, with a 
view of carrying Ihe suffrage propo­ 
sition at the election to be l»eld la 
that state October 10, began to day 
In all seriousness. 
To celelirate the 
openilng of t'his period of self-donlal 
ithe 6ufrri»gists of Xlreaiter New York 
gathered at Clason Point tliis fore- 
ndon ami partook «f a luncheon, the 
iHjenu of which included iiard-tack 
and other primitive and inexpensive 
articles of food which many of the 
women <lid not even know l>y name. 
The luncheon has been arranged 
by leaders of the suffrage moveraeni 
in this city to laundi the self-denial 
movement in an appropriate niatiner 
and to give the suffrage advocates 
'foretaste of the “simple life” to 
hich they comniiited themselves 
for the period of a week. 
The un­ 
deniably plain menu of the luncheon 
•had an exhiiiiratlng effect upon the 
sufiragifits and' with every address 
the fenthttsiaami Increased. 
It 1® not alone by fasting, how­ 
ever, that (the INew York women 
devoted to the suffrage cause except 
to ihelp their sisters in the far west. 
Many hundreds of letter» have been 
received by women suffragists 
of 
iprominence, 4n which the writers 
women of every rank and station 
of society, pledged themselves 
to 
'deeds of self-denial. 
Some of the 
IKWPest enthusiasts, mostly working 
girls, promised to cut down their 
luncheon allowance and deny them- 
ec-lvea (to luxury of T iding home in 
street car, to eontribute to 
the 
CaUfornia campaign fund. 
Others 
pledged themselvee to forego 
soda 
water, candy and ice cream for a 
whole week, stUl to mend their old 
stocking«, l»irt#ad of parehaslng new 
ones. 
Of .‘onrse tUi monb. thui 
sav ^ , is to be con‘rlbnted to the 
war fund. 
?he ranse nf Rierif'cct. 
which the women 5ui?f*i^ sts have 
voluntai* } 
u#'n t imselvas 
is quite extensive and) varied in ac 
cordance with the social and ’flnan 
cial conditions of the women. 
Many of the wealthy or compar­ 
atively wealt«y suffragists have dc- 
ided to deny themselvee .somi; pleas 
ure, from an expensive hook to a 
week-end party or a trip to Europe 
and some business women or pro 
feseional women have pledged them 
selves to contribute a certain per 
centage of their income or salary for 
the week. 'It Is expected« that by the 
co-operation of the supporters- 
o 
women’s suffrage in thl> city and 
by the faithful fulfillment of their 
pledges of self-denial a large sum 
of money will be raised and it is 
hoped that, the sum thus realized 
will l>e of material aid to the women 
of California in their fight for wo­ 
man’s suffrage.

The .iudielHl Recall. 


If I sign this joint resolution, 1 
do not He how 1 can escape respon­ 
sibility for the judicial recall of the 
Arizona constitution. 
The joint res­ 
olution admits Arizona witli the judi­ 
cial reòall, but requires the suhmi.s- 
sion of the question of its wisdoiJi 
to the voters. 
In other words, the 
resolution!tt'p])rpyes the admission of 
Arizona with the judicial recall, un­ 
less the voters thetnselves rej)udi;ite 
it. 
Under the Arizona constitution 
ail elective officers, and this inf hides 
county and state judges, six montji.s 
after their election, are suliject to 
the recall. 
It is initiated by a i>e- 
tition signed by elections c(iual to 
per cent of the total nuniljer 
of 
votes catit for all the candidates lor 
the oft’lce <at the previous genei'al 
election. 
Within five days after the 
petition is filed the TÌTTicer may re­ 
sign. 
Whether he does or not. an 
election ensiles in which hii< name, 
if lie does not resign, is placed on the 
ballot witii that of all other candi­ 
dates. 
The petitioners may print op 
the official ballot 200 w'ords showing 
their reasons for recalling the off(- 
cer, and he is permitted to make de­ 
fense in the same place in 200 words. 
]f the incumbent receives the highest 
nuiiiber of the votes, he continues in 
his office; if not, he is removed from 
office ¡and is sueceoded by tlie can­ 
didate who does receive the higiiest 
number. 


Pçrnictoii.s In T<]flWt. ^ 


This provision of the Arizona con­ 
stitution, in its application to coun­ 
ty and state judges, seems to he per­ 
nicious in Its efFect, so ■ destructive 
of independence in the judiçiary, so 
likely to subject the rights of 
the 
individual to the possible tyrimny 
of a popular j^iajorlty and, , there­ 
fore, to be so injurious to the cause 
of free government that I must dis- 
npprove a constitution containing it. 
I am not now engaged in performing 
the office given me in the enabling 
act already referred to, . ’ i\pproved 
•Tune 20, 1910, which \vas that,of ap­ 
proving the constitutions ratified by 
the people of the territories. 
It may 
be argued from |he text, of that .act 
that in, giving, or withholdin'g the 
approval ùnder.the act, my only duty 
is to ‘examine the p,roposed qonstitn- 
tion, aiVd if 1’ find nothing in it in­ 
consistent with the federal constitu­ 
tion, the ^rincl'ple^ of the declaration^ 
of independence, ¿¡r the enabling act.; 
to register my approval. 
But now I; 
am discharging 
my 
constitutional* 
function in respect to the enactment', 
of laws, and my dlscretiQU is eqUal^ 
to that’ of the houses of congress. I 
must therefprfi I withhold my approval 
from this resolution if in fact I do 
not approve it as ,a matter of gov­ 
ernmental poliòy. 
Of coursé, a mere 
dilYerence of opinion as to the wis­ 
dom of'det.iilH in a state constitu- 
^tion OTight not to, lead me to set up 
jny opinion against that of the people 
of the territory. 
It is to be their 
government, and while the power of 
congress to withhold or grant state­ 
hood is absolute, the people about 
to constitute a state should geiier- 
illy know belter the ,kint\ of govern­ 
ment and constitution suited to their 
needs than congress or the executive. 
But when sucli a constitution con­ 
tains sonietlUng so destructive of free 
overnment as the judicial recall it 
should be disapproved. 
(•overiiiiieiit loi* All. 
A goverijment is for the benefii of 
all the people. 
We believe thai this 
benefit is .best aQçonipliijhed by pop­ 
ular government, because in t.'ie iong 
ryn each class of Individuals is ai)t 
to secure better provision for them­

istic interest of others, however in- 
telUgeni or philanthropic.
